FOUNDATION. 

The  York  Collegiate  Institute  was  founded  by  Samuel  Small,  to  furnish  the 
elements  of  a  solid  education  at  a  small  expense,  so  as  to  be  practically  within  the 
reach  of  all. 

To  carry  out  this  purpose  he  selected  an  eligible  site  in  the  Borough  of  York, 
comprising  a  half  square  of  ground,  erected  a  commodious  building,  furnished  and 
equipped  it  thoroughly,  and  beautified  the  surrounding  lawn,  and  laid  out  ample 
play  grounds.  He  also  provided  a  dwelling  for  the  President  of  the  Faculty  and  a 
boarding  house  adjoining  for  the  accommodation  of  teachers  and  pupils  at  a  distance. 
He  conveyed  the  whole  property  to  a  Board  of  Trustees,  in  trust  forever,  and  pro- 
vided a  liberal  and  ample  endowment. 

This  endowment  has  been  increased  by  the  generosity  of  the  founder's  widow, 
the  late  Mrs.  Isabel  C.  Small. 

There  is  also  a  Scholarship  endowment  for  the  benefit  of  students  who  are  pre- 
paring for  the  ministry. 

The  Cassat  Library  was  a  gift  to  the  Institution,  and  consists  of  more  than  two 
thousand  volumes,  specially  selected. 

THE  BUILDING. 

In  December,  1885,  two  years  after  the  death  of  the  venerated  Founder,  the 
school  building  was  destroyed  by  fire,  and  the  year  following  a  new  building  was 
erected  and  completely  furnished  and  equipped  by  his  nephews,  Messrs.  George 
Small,  W.  Latimer  Small  and  Samuel  Small,  as  a  memorial  to  their  lamented  uncle. 

The  new  building  occupies  the  same  site  and  stands  on  the  same  foundation  as 
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its  predecessor  ;  but  in  the  new  design  many  defects  of  the  old  building  have  been 
removed,  and  many  improvements  made  which  add  greatly  to  its  capacity  and  con- 
venience. We  take  pleasure  in  referring  our  patrons  to  the  engraving  which  accom- 
panies this  catalogue.  Adjacent  to  the  main  building,  and  connected  by  a  corridor, 
is  the  Laboratory,  in  the  basement  of  which  is  contained  the  steam  apparatus  for 
heating  the  buildings.  By  the  isolation  of  the  Laboratory  and  furnace  the  risk  of 
fire  is  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

Communicating  with  the  Memorial  Hall,  and  also  by  corridors  with  the  several 
cloak  rooms,  is  the  Main  School  Room.  This  is  located  on  the  first  floor,  and  is  spa- 
cious, lofty  and  well  lighted,  affording  accommodation,  with  single  desks,  for  175 
pupils  without  crowding,  and  is  comfortably  furnished,  and  arranged  in  accordance 
with  the  latest  improvements  in  educational  requirements. 

In  the  wings  and  elsewhere  are  ample  Recitation  Rooms. 

On  the  second  floor,  immediately  over  and  equal  in  size  to  the  main  school  room, 
is  the  Auditorium,  with  a  seating  capacity  of  six  hundred. 

The  Library  and  Philosophical  Lecture  Rooms  are  on  the  third  floor,  fitted  up 
with  the  necessary  book  and  instrument  cases  and  other  requisite  artistic  furniture. 

The  utmost  attention  has  been  given  to  the  heating  and  ventilation  of  the  entire 
building. 

DESIGN. 

The  design  of  the  Founder  contemplated  a  thorough  course  of  acedemic  instruc- 
tion and  training,  combined  with  practical  Christian  culture,  and  the  distinctive  aim 
of  the  Institution  is  to  develop  the  moral  along  with  the  intellectual  faculties,  and 
inspire  a  love  for  learning  and  a  genuine  reverence  for  the  sacred  truths  of  our 
Christian  religion. 

The  design  is  pased  on  a  broad  and  liberal  catholicity,  which  is  maintained 
purely  and  strictly  without  sectarian  bias ;  and  the  administration  of  the  school  is 
pledged  to  absolute  impartiality  in  regard  to  religious  faith,  and  perfect  respect  for 
all.  In  all  that  pertains  to  this  feature  of  the  Institution  the  purpose  is  simply  to 
maintain  the  healthful  atmosphere  of  a  Christian  home. 

The  duties  of  each  day  begin  with  a  short  religious  service;  and  every  Wednes- 
day afternoon  there  is  a  closing  service  consisting  of  a  lecture  and  worship. 

There  is  systematic  instruction  upon  the  main  facts  in  the  Bible  once  a  week, 
covering  the  general  outlines  of  Old  Testament  History,  the  life  of  Christ  and  the 
labors  of  the  Apostles.

ENTRANCE. 

Applicants  for  admission  must  pass  an  examination  in  the  elementary  studies  of 
spelling,  reading,  writing,  geography  and  arithmetic. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

The  studies  pursued  embrace  a  Classical  Course,  a  Scientific  Course  and  a  Ladies' 
Course.  The  Classical  and  Scientific  courses  are  arranged  to  prepare  students  for  the 
Freshman  Class  of  any  American  College  or  Scientific  School;  and  the  Scientific 
Course  is  also  especially  adapted  to  secure  broad,  liberalizing  and  practical  instruc- 
tion and  training  for  students  who  may  not  intend  to  pursue  their  studies  further  at 
any  other  institution. 

Chemistry.  Inorganic  chemistry  is  begun  in  the  third  }'ear,  and  the  instruc- 
tion consists  in  recitation,  with  experiments  from  Eliot  and  Storer's  Manuel.  Stoi- 
chiometrical  calculations  and  the  writing  of  reactions  are  given  due  prominence. 
Attention  is  paid  to  the  history  of  chemistry.  The  student  is  at  once  put  to  work  i:i 
the  laboratory,  and  is  first  taught  the  manipulaiion  of  glass  and  the  handling  of  ap- 
paratus. Williams'  Laboratory  Manual  is  used  as  a  guide,  and  the  work  of  the  year 
consists  of  a  course  of  general  experiments  such  as  the  elimination  of  the  gases,  pre- 
paration of  salts  and  precipitations  by  different  reagents.  After  finishing  this  course, 
qualitative  analj-sis  is  begun,  and  is  continued  throughout  the  Senior  j-ear.  For  those 
who  wish  to  carrj'  the  subject  further,  the  laboratory  is  equipped  with  a  balance  and 
other  apparatus  for  quantative  analysis — both  gravimetric  and  volumetric. 

Organic  Chemistry  is  taught  by  recitations  and  by  lectures  upon  special  depart- 
ments of  this  subject. 

Mineralogy.  Dana's  Manual  is  used  in  connection  with  the  study  of  several 
hundred  specimens.  Minerals  are  determined  by  their  physical  properties,  and  blow- 
pipe analysis  is  continued  during  two  terms.  Crystallography  receives  considerable 
attention,  and  is  illustrated  by  an  excellent  set  of  models. 

Geology.  In  connection  with  Dana's  Test  Book,  students  examine  typical 
rocks  and  a  good  collection  of  fossils. 

The  collections  of  the  College  intended  to  illustrate  these  subjects  are  b}'  no 
means  complete,  and  we  would  earnestly  request  all  who  are  interested  to  aid  us  in 
improving  them. 

The  Mathematical  Course.  Full  attention  is  given  to  the  Metric  System  and 
to  Commercial  Arithmetic,  These  studies,  together  with  typewriting  and  a  two 
3'ears'  course  in  Practical  Bookkeeping,  offer  a  special  training  for  those  who  wish  to 
enter,  early  into  business. 
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The  Mechanical  Draughting  Studies  cover  two  years,  including  the  usual 
geometrical  work,  perspective  and  drawing  from  objects. 

The  Ladies'  Course  is  arranged  to  afford  an  opportunity  for  a  sound,  substantial 
education  to  young  ladies.  The  Institution  does  not  attempt  "co-education  of  the 
sexes,"  but  provides  a  course  of  studies  for  young  ladies  that  is  distinct  and  especially 
adapted  for  them,  and  this  distinction  and  special  adaptation  is  observed  and  en- 
forced in  the  association  of  the  two  sexes  in  the  ordinary  routine  and  common  life  of 
the  school.  In  regard  to  this  feature  of  the  Institution,  the  experience  of  the  past, 
embracing  the  whole  period  of  the  school's  existence,  has  been  most  satisfactory  and 
gratifying. 

SPECIAL  STUDENTS. 

Students  whose  age  or  circumstances  do  not  admit  of  their  taking  the  full 
course,  may  pursue  a  briefer  and  simpler  one,  to  be  regulated  by  the  Faculty.  On 
account  of  youth  or  immaturity,  it  is  often  advisable  for  a  scholar  to  spend  two  years 
upon  a  given  year  of  the  course.     This  is  better  than  to  be  advanced  too  rapidly. 


MATERIAL  FACILITIES. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  courses  of  study  the  students  are  afforded  opportunities 
for  the  best  instruction  in  Instrumental  and  Vocal  Music,  and  in  Drawing  and  Paint- 
ing. 

The  Philosophical  Hall  is  furnished  with  complete  apparatus  for  pursuing  re- 
searches in  Science,  and  a  large  and  valuable  collection  of  minerals  illustrates  the 
study  of  Geology  and  Mineralogy. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory,  which  is  detached  from  the  main  building,  is  com- 
plete in  all  its  appointments,  and  supplied  with  the  most  modern  appliances  for 
practical  work. 

The  Cassat  Library,  containing  more  than  two  thousand  well  selected  volumes  of 
choice  literature,  affords  opportunity  for  private  research  and  advanced  literary 
culture.

The  Gymnasium  is  equipped  with  appliances  for  systematic  exercise,  which  is 
especially  important  during  the  winter  season  and  when  the  weather  forbids  outdoor 
exercise. 
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The  Mathematical  Department  possesses  an  excellent  engineer's  transit  and 
other  necessary  instruments,  and  classes  in  surveying  are  given  practice  in  actual 
field  work. 

PUBLIC  EXERCISES. 

The  students  of  the  Senior  Class  deliver  orations  and  read  essays  at  a  public  en- 
tertainment held  at  the  close  of  the  spring  term. 

Founder's  Day  is  observed  on  April  14th,  as  a  holiday,  and  a  literary  address,  by ' 
one  of  the  Alumni,  is  delivered  in  the  evening.     The  orator  for  '92  was  Rev.  W.  \V. 
Anstadt,  of  '80. 

The  Phi  Sigma  Society,  which  is  maintained  by  the  young  men,  with  the  co- 
operation of  the  Faculty,  holds  weekly  meetings,  with  the  usual  literary  and  parlia- 
mentary exercises.  The  Society  also  holds  semi-annual  evening  receptions  for 
invited  guests. 

The  Society  of  the  Alumni,  numbering  now  175  members,  holds  an  annual  recep-^ 
tion  in  the  evening  of  Founder's  Day  (April   14th).      The  President  of  the  Society 
for  the  current  year,  is  Dr.  J.  Frank  Small,  (class  of  '86,)  York,  Pa.     The  Correspond- 
ing Secretary  is  Miss  Clara  Bressler,  of  York,  Pa. 


BOARDING, 

Under  the  supervision  of  the  President  of  the  Faculty,  arrangements  may  be 
made  for  students,  who  are  not  residents  of  York,  to  secure  suitable  accommodations 
in  private  boarding  houses.  The  regulations  in  these  cases  are  such  as  experience 
suggests  to  be  the  best  for  the  safety  and  well  being  of  the  students  and  the  good 
reputation  of  the  Institution.     The  Expense  varies  from  $3.75  to  $5  per  week. 

EXPENSES. 

The  ample  endowment  of  the  Institution  renders  it  possible  for  the  tuition  to  be 
placed  at  the  almost  nominal  sum  of  ^40  per  annum,  which  is  payable  in  proportion- 
ate amounts  at  the  beginning  of  each  term,  viz  :

DISCOUNT  AND  RAILROAD  FARES. 

A  discount  of  fifty  per  cent,  is  allowed  to  children  of  clergymen  of  any  religiou^ 
denomination,  and  of  ten  per  cent,  to  a  familj^  furnishing  more  than  one  student. 

New  students  are  charged  from  the  date  of  their  entrance,  and  all  students  to  the 
end  of  each  current  term. 

In  case  of  protected  absence  on  account  of  sickness  or  other  just  cause,  students 
are  charged  one  half  the  regular  amount  for  the  time  they  are  absent. 

Commutation  tickets  may  be  procured  at  a  low  rate  from  the  railroads  for  the  use 
of  students  who  come  in  to  attend  the  Institute  in  the  morning  and  return  in  the 
evening. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

The  Coleman  Scholarship  Fund  yields  an  annual  income  of  $150  each  for 
seven  Scholarships,  payable  at  the  end  of  each  quarter.  These  scholarships  are 
awarded  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  are  available  to  aid  in  defraying  the  expenses 
of  students  while  they  are  at  the  Institute  preparing  for  college,  and  who  intend  to 
enter  the  ministry  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Students  desiring  ScholarshipsVust 
be  recommended  as  candidates  for  the  ministry  by  their  Presbytery  to  the  Westmins- 
ter Presbystery.  and  be  approved  by  the  Faculty  and  Trustees.  There  zuill  he  several 
vacancies  the  coming  year.  An  applicant  for  a  Scholarship  should  be  prepared  to 
enter  the  second  year  of  the  Classical  Course. 

Correspondence  is  invited  on  this  subject,  to  be  addressed  either  to  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Tru.stees  or  the  President  of  the  Faculty.
